Senate to vote on Soviet arms agreement 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
-The 
Senate voted today to halt its month­ 
long squabble over the new Soviet- 
American arms control agreement 
and put the ratification issue to a 
vote, possibly by nightfall. 
The move was a tactical defeat for 
arms control advocates fighting a 
White 
House-backed amendment 
they 
claimed 
would 
jeopardize 
further negotiations with the Rus­ 


sians and sour the atmosphere of 
detente. 
A leadership move to impose 
cloture —limiting further debate on 
the issue to one hour per Senator 
—mustered 
the 
necessary 
two- 
thirds vote on the first try, a very 
rare occurrence. 
The vote was 76 
to 15, or 15 more than the margin 
r^uired. It was only the 10th time in 
history that cloture was invoked on 
the first attempt. 


This cleared the way for an 
immediate 
showdown 
on 
an 
amendment by Sen. 
Henr>- M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., a bitter opponent 
of the arms agreement, demanding 
“ equality” in the size and numbers 
of missiles deployed by both sides 
when 
a 
permanent 
treaty 
is 
negotiated to replace the five-year 
arms agreement. 
Mem^rs of the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee trom both 
parties 
fought 
the 
Jackson 
amendment, contending it would 
create a rigid condition for the 
strategic 
arms 
limitation 
talks 
(SALT) when they resume this fall. 
But the White House backed the 
Jackson 
amendment 
and 
the 
W^bington senator collected 44 co- 
y p liiis iirs , 
most 
of 
them 
Republicans, even though he was 
sharply critical of the agreement. 


The five-year pact would, for the 
first time, place strict limits on the 
numbers of missile launchers each 
side could deploy through 1977, 
although leaving lx)th superpowers 
free to develop better and more 
destructive weapons. 
While giving the Soviets a decided 
edge in numbers and megatonnage 
of missiles, the pact retained a U S 
technological advantage —including

candidate George S. McGovern for 
particularly 
sharp criticism, 
in 
testimony 
before 
a 
House 
agriculture subcommittee headed 
by Rep. Graham Purcell, D-Tex. 
At about the same time, the 
Agriculture Department’s Export 


Marketing Service announced the 
wheat sales to China, confirming 
reports 
which 
circu lated 
Wednesday. The announcement did 
not spell out details, simply saying 
documents received on registrations 
of export payments showed the deal 
had been made. 
Butz, asked about the relatively 
small 
Chinese 
sale, 
said 
he 
understood that for some time 
Chinese spokesmen had been in 
contact with an international grain 
trade firm identified only as a 
French-based 
company. 
On 
Monday, Butz said, the firm filed a 
statement with the Agriculture 
Department applying for export 
subsidy on 20 million bushels of U.S.

Kissinger ends visits 
with Soviet leaders 


LONDON 
(U PI )-Presidential 
Adviser Henry A. Kissinger today 
ended three days of talks with Soviet 
leaders reported aimed at a multi­ 
billion do lar U.S.-Russian trade 
deal and flew into London for talks 
with British leaders on outstanding 
European and international problems. 
Kissinger declined to comment in 
Moscow on Soviet reports his three 
days of talks with Party Chairman 
Leonid I. Brezhnev had resolved 
differences holding up the trade 
agreement, but western diplomatic 
sources in Moscow said “ there 
probably is something” to the Soviet 
report. 
“ I’ve spent most of my time here 
in meetings with Mr. Brezhnev,”

at 
Moscow’s Vnukovo 2 Airport. He 
declined to expand on his remarks 
but 
said 
there 
would 
be 
an 
announcement “ in due course.” One 
report said the trade deal could be 
as much as $5 billion. 
Top security precautions were 
taken at Heathrow airport, with 
police patrolling terminal roof tops, 
as the U.S. Air Force jet carrying 
Kissinger

Bugging countersuit

District Court Wednesday, charged 
invasion of privacy and violation of 
1st Amendment rights. It also said 
the Democrats were using the

benefit of the court proceedings. 


Lawrence F. O’Brien, campaign 
manager 
for 
Sen.

McGovern, was named in the suit. 
O’Brien was Democratic national 
chairman and principal plaintiff 
when the Democrats filed their $1 
million suit against the five bugging 
suspects. 


The five, including two who had

committee, 
were arrested on burglary charges 
June 17 during an alleged attempt to 
plant 
electronic 
surveillance 
equipment 
inside 
Democratic 
national headquarters.

Butz, who has been engaged in a 
heated,

debate 
with 
McGovern over the U.S.Soviet grain 
agreement, told Purcell’s panel: 
“ The partisan attacks on this 
historic sale to Russia, and the poor 
judgment 
displayed, 
are 
jeopardizing the present and future 
sales of American farm products, 
and all commercial products, tp the 
Soviet Union.” 
Butz 
rebutted 
McGovern and 
others 
who have charged that 
American grain dealers have reaped 
windfall profits from the wheat 
sales to Russia at the expense of the 
consumer and the farmer. He said 
the deal would mean higher prices 
to farmers, a boon to taxpayers in 
the form of a $200 million reduction 
in farm costs, and creation of new 
jobs. 
As for charges that big grain 
companies cashed in on advance 
information about the deal with 
Russia, 
Butz 
said 
any 
such 
knowledge resulted from direct 
contact between individual firms 
and Soviet officials and “ we did not 
know about it (the scope of Soviet 
needs) either from the Russians or 
the companies.” 
The wheat deal with Russia was 
being 
endangered 
by 
“ biased 
political manipulations,” Butz said, 
and any benefits accruing, “ I am 
sorry to say, have been partially 
obscured by a patently political 
smokescreen 
emanating 
from 
innuendoes, 
misstatements, 
falsehoods and haranguing.” 


Butz 
appealed 
to

Agriculture subcommittee for a 
“ calm and understanding” look into 
the deal and labeled as “ absolutely 
untrue” 
any 
suggestions

“ export grain firms were given

In South Vietnam, government 
marines inched forward in house-to- 
house fighting through the rubble of 
Quang Tri City’s Citadel and today 
claimed they controlled half of the 
50-acre 
stronghold 
North 
Vietnamese troops clung to the west 
side of the walled fortress. 
U.S.

carriers in the Gulf of Tonkin and 
bases in Thailand flew raids into the 


North Wednesday The bulk of the 
strikes,

The command announced the loss 
of the fourth warplane in three days 
over North Vietnam 
Spokesmen 
said a Navy A7 Corsair was shot 
down Wednesday near (Juang Khe, 
230 miles south of Hanoi, but the 
pilot bailed out over the Gult of 
Tonkin six miles from the coast and 
was rescued within 20 minutes 
Air Force jets attacked the Kep 
railroad yard 40 miles northeast of 
Hanoi in the second straight day of 
raids on the major transportation 
complex 40 miles northeast of 
Hanoi 
Spokesmen 
said 
pilots 


reported destroying “ all rail lines in 
the rail yard" during the attacks. 
Pilots returning from raids on the 
yards Tuesday reported knocking 
out half the rail complex. 


F4 Phantom jet fighter-bombers 
knocked out two sections of the 400- 
foot, six-span Lang Lau railroad 
bvpass bridge 37 miles north of 
Hanoi, the command said Pilots 
dumped an unknown number of

How will California 
spend $500 million 
revenue windfall? 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -How to spend 
an anticipated $500 million-plus federal 
revenue sharing windfall was a happy 
dilemma facing California’s state, county 
and city governments today. 
The Reagan administration hoped to use 
state government’s share for softening the 
state income Lax burden, an idea scorned 
by Democratic legislative leaders who 
prefer that it be earmarked for hard- 
pressed schools. 
Many local officials echoed Bob Blinn, 
special assignments officer for the Los 
Angeles County administrator, who said 
“Our staff is working furiously on what the 
net effect will be” 
A congressional conference committee 
now is writing the final version of separate 
revenue sharing measures passed by the 
House in June and the U.S Senate Tuesday 
night. 
Their impacts on California differ 
The Senate version reflects that rural- 
dominated body’s favoritism of smaller 
states. But such large cities as Los Angeles 
and San Francisco would benefit more 
under 
the 
Senate’s 
revenue 
sharing 
formula. 
The first checks are expected to be 
mailed out in October. 
Both bills would share about $30 billion in 
federal revenue nationally during the next 
five years, $5.3 billion of it this fiscal year. 
The Senate version also would add

another $1 billion for a drastically reduced 
spending 
program 
for 
major 
social 
services now being funded separately out 
of a more generous kitty. This would cut 
into 
the 
revenue 
sharing 
windfall 
anticipated 
by 
many 
California 
governments. 
Under the Senate bill, state and federal 
sources reported, California governments 
this year would receive $510.4 million in 
straight revenue sharing plus $134 million 
for the social services that now are being 
funded with $226 million. 
The state government’s slice would be 
$170 2 million for revenue sharing and $44.6 
million for social services, about $1 million 
less than now is being received. 
Under 
the 
House 
bill, 
California 
governments would be entitled to $610.8 
million in revenue sharing, with social 
services funded separately as they now 
are. The state’s snare would be $241.1 
million 
Kenneth F. Hall, chief d^uty director of 
the state Department of Finance, said it 
was the Reagan administration’s present 
intention to propose that the federal 
windfall be used for softening the income 
tax burden. 
This would be done either by eliminating 
the need for an income tax increase under 
a property tax relief-school aid package 
or—if no such package is passed—reducing 
the income tax across-the-board.

Egg prices m ay jump 
to 69 cents a dozen 


LOS ANUELES (UPIi—Egg prices may jump to 69 cents 
a dozen in Southern California during the next two weeks 
and eggs may have to be imported from other states 
because of the poultry-killing Newcastle disease. 
The prediction came from Gary Bowen, general manager 
of the Southwest Egg Producers of Riverside and Paul 
Faber, senior marketing specialist for the Federal State 
Dairy and F^oultry Market News Service. 
Bowen said large grade AA egg prices could increase 
from 50 cents a dozen to 69 cents as a result of the 
Newcastle epidemic which has caused destruction of 7 
million chickens and turkeys in the slate. 
"If we get much over the Midwest prices it is a very good 
possibility you will see eggs coming in here from slates like 
Arkansas which has a surplus production,” Faber said. 
The latest outbreak of Newcastle recently hit Egg City 
near Moorpark where 2,8 million laying hens are being 
destroyed Egg City produces 13 per cent of the state’s 
eggs

The surgeons “gave Ann- 
Margret 
her 
choice 
of 
having her jaw wired from 
the outside, which would 
have been much easier and 
less painful, but it would 
have left scars, or wiring it 
inside which is very painful 
but leaves no scars,” said 
Smith, now a producer and 
former star of television’s 
“77 Sunset Strip.” 
Ann-Margret 
took 
the 
more painful, scar-reducing 
choice. Smith said, which 
necessitated “ realising all 
her teeth and the bones in 
her jaw. They also had to 
reset her broken arm .” 


Her knee injury, reported 
earlier to be the most 
worrisome, “wasn’t as bad 
as they thought,” Smith 
said. 
“The doctors said 
she’ll walk all right, but we 
don’t 
know 
how 
much 
dancing she'll be able to 
do.” 


Smith 
said 
his 
wife 
"wou.dhi>ve been killed if it 
wasn’t 
for a stagehand, 
Charlie Manchester, who 
heard her scream and ran in 
her direction to break her 
fall. 
“ Ann-Margret’s 
head 
struck 
Charlie 
on

shoulder, which saved her 
from crashing head first to 
the stage, saving her life. 
Charlie is pretty banged up 
himself but it was a very 
brave and wonderful thing 
he did.”

in the two most populous 
states— California and New 
York— national relief rolls 
reached 
another all-time 
high of 15,089,000 persons in 
May.

Education 
and 
Welfare Department 
(H EW ) 
gave 
the figure 
today, reporting federally- 
financed welfare rolls add^ 
another 
40,400 
persons 
between April and May. 
May was the latest month 
reported. 
Local 
charity 
rolls 
unsupported 
by 
federal 
funds 
dropped 
20,000, 
leaving a net gain of 20,400, 
but the national total was 
the 
highest 
since 
the 
government 
began 
compiling national welfare 
statistics in 1936. 


HEW said the federal gain 
included a “ relatively small 
increase” of 20,000^rsons 
receiving Aid to Families 
with 
Dependent Children 
(AFDC). 
Also added 
to 
federally-financed 
relief 
rolls were 14,000 disabled, 
6,000 aged and 400 blind 
persons. 
Despite the increase to 
10.9 million AFDC mothers 
and children on welfare in 
May, they received |7.5 
lli< 
million less than in April, 
the report said. The average 
monthly 
payment 
to an 
AFDC 
family 
for 
food, 
shelter and other essentials 
was $185.49, the lowest in a 
year. The typical AFDC 
family in May included an 
adult and two or three 
children. 
New York and California,

The bill, 
according 
to 
State 
Superintendent 
of 
Public Instruction Wilson 
Riles and Mervyn Dymally 
(D-Los Angeles), its chief 
backer in the Senate, would 
emphasize 
individualized 
instruction 
for 
children, 
allowing them to progress 
at their own rates, getting 
— if all goes well — the 
experiences he needs to 
grow 
into 
an 
effective 
individual. 
“ We have in the past tried 
to push everyone through 
the same mold at the same 
rate,” 
Riles 
admitted. 
“ From everything we have 
learned about how young 
children learn, we know you 
can’t 
do 
that. 
Children 
develop differently ; they go 
through periods when they 
speed up and slow down. 
There are skips and jumps 
and plateaus. 
“ You 
have 
to 
give 
individual attention to a 
child so he will have the 
kinds 
of 
experiences he 
needs to help him grow at 
the rate he is capable of 
growing.” 
There also are provisions 
in the bill for review of 
programs to see whether 
local districts are reaching 
their goals and those of the 
state. 
Among the changes the 
bill would make are 
—introducing a lot more 
adults into the classroom to

Riles characterized this 
as

school and college students, 
senior citizens and parents

Cost is, naturally, the big 
objection at a time when the 
method of school financing 
itself is up in the air. 
But Riles and Dymally 
say

justified. 


Dymally noted millions of 
dollars are being spent on 
programs to remedy what 
has gone wrong in early 
education. 
He 
said 
he 
believes it is much better to 
put 
the 
money 
into 
(hopefully) successful early 
childhood education, than to 
try to repair the damage in 
dollars and, especially, in 
human terms when a child 
fails in school.

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) 
— Recently Gov. Ronald 
Reagan appointed James G. 
Stearns to replace retiring 
Earl Coke as secretary of 
the 
Agriculture 
and 
Services Agency. 
Stearns has served as 
director of the Department 
of 
Conservation 
since 
Reagan took office in 1967. 
In his new post, Stearns 
will serve as a liaison man 
between 
the 
governor’s 
cabinet and 
10 different 
b r a n c h e s 
of 
s t a t e 
government — Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
Public 
Employees’ 
Reitrement 
System, 
Franchise 
Tax 
Board, 
Department 
of 
C o n s u m e r 
A f f a i r s , 
Teachers’ 
Retirement 
System, 
Department 
of 
Industrial Relations, Office 
of 
the 
Fire 
Marshal, 
Department 
of 
General 
Services, State Personnel 
Board and Department of 
Veterans Affairs. 
This is quite a switch for 
S t e a r n s 
— 
fr om 
conservation to agriculture 
— but the new secretary is a 
cattleman and farmer by 
profession so the subject 
m a tte r 
shouldn’t 
be 
anything new. 
“ It’s 
sure a different 
agency,” Steams said He’s 
been 
receiving 
daily 
briefings from staff people 
and the governor’s office. 
He 
ta k es 
office 
on 
September 15, the day of 
Coke’s retirement. 
‘‘But,’’ 
he said,

for United States Senate. 
Speaking about his former 
job in the Department of 
Conservation, Steams was 
quick to point out that one of 
the tough responsibilities 
was to get his various

Stearns 
emphasized

There are a thousand kids at

number on how they turned 
from drugs to religion. 


They’re not ashamed to be 
called “Jesus Freaks.” 
Neither is Steve Koska. 
But, you don’t expect to find 
him here That's because 
Steve Koska was a “ Narc,” 
a former Orange County 
deputy sheriff who admits, 
“I probably busted a couple 
of hundred dopers.” 
But, 
Steve 
Koska, 
as 
athletic-looking as a pro 
quarterback, and handsome 
enough to be a television 
star is a “Jesus Freak” too 
For five years, 
Steve 
worked as a deputy sheriff. 
He wanted to do something 
for society. But, then there 
was the time a drunk held a 
loaded gun to his face for 45 
minutes It shook him 
And, there was the time 
he busted a kid for drugs 
and suddenly knew “ ... just 
busting him really wasn’t 
going to help As I looked 
into his eyes, filled with 
piercing 
rebellion, 
I 
realized there had to be an 
answer.” 
Steve admits he took to 
drink 
“Pressure began to build 
on me and I turned to 
alcohol as the way out.” 
But it didn't last long He 
was on patrol one night, 
when out of the comer of his 
eye he saw the blue Mustang 
slamming broadside toward 
him 
The Highway Patrolman 
who came to answer the 
accident call took one look 
at Steve’s crumpled body, 
pinned in the wrecked patrol 
car, and said, “ You should 
be dead! ’ ’ In a way, it was a 
form of death. Weeks on his 
back, doctors saying sadly, 
“It’s incurable.” 
That’s when Steve started 
to 
pray. 
“ There 
was 
nowhere to look for help but 
straight up,” he said of 
those weeks m a hospital 
bed 
His 
wife, 
Charla, 
started praying too They 
prayed together. 
Steve doesn’t call it a 
miracle But he believes it 


was 
an 
answer 
to

prayers. Three months after 
the accident, he returned to 
duty at the sheriff’s office, 
completely 
healed. 
“The 
doctors had told me,” he 
said, “ I could never return 
to my old job.” 
And, in a way, he didn’t 
He'd heard about the group 
renting 
the 
hall 
at 
Melodyland 
for 
prayer 
meetings. And, he’d heard, 
too, 
they 
had 
a 
drug 
prevention program which 
worked 
with 
kids. 
He 
volunteered to help in his 
spare time 
Steve Koska found his 
volunteer work with the kids 
the most rewarding thing 
he’d ever done. And. the 
religious group found Steve 
rewarding. 
They offered him a job in 
their religious work ... a 
full-time staff position 
And, there he is today, 
working 
in 
the 
drug 
prevention center, editing 
the religious newspaper and 
praying with a thousand 
kids at Melodyland

Clean nest for new spacecraft 


KENT, Wash. (U Pl) - A 
spacecraft that will explore 
the secrets of the solar 
system next year is being 
hatched in a nest so clean it 
squeaks. 
A complex of three rooms 
at the B^ing Space Center 
in Kent, a few miles south of 
Seattle, is where the craft, 
named the Mariner Venus- 
Mercury 73, is being built 
by 
many of the 
same 
engineers who developed 
and constructed the Lunar 
Orbiters and Lunar Rover 
Vehicles. 
The 
overriding 
requirement for this project 
is cleanliness— cleanliness 
to a point that it would drive 
even the most meticulous 
housewife to distraction or 
make the average surgical 
room of a hospital seem like 
a pigpen. 
The engineers point out 
that a speck of dirt smaller 
than the eye can see could 
wreck 
the 
Mariner’s 
mission if, for example, it 
got in a key subsystem and 
reflected eno^h light to 
fool a sensitive piece of 
optical equipment focused 
on a guide star. Or a 
particle 
of 
dust 
might 
obscure major features of 
Mercury or Venus from the 
spaceship’s television eye. 
Heart of the complex is a 
laminar flow room, an area 
covering 1,500 square feet. 
This is where the critical 
subassemblies 
of 
the 
spacecraft are put together. 
All air flowing into this 
room is passed through high 
efficiency particulate air 
filters that screen out dust 
and specks of dirt down to .3 
microns in size. A slick of 
light machine oil on water is 
a tout .3 microns thick. 
Scientists say the hank of 
filters is 99.7 per cent 
efficient and admits air into 
the room containing fewer 
than 
100 
microscopic 
particles per cubic foot of 
air. 
Men and supplies enter 
the 
room 
through 
an 
airlock. Here the engineers 
don special garments known 
as “ bunny suits,” which 
they wear in the laminar 
room. 
Adjacent to the room is an 
industrial clean area. Here 
the 
air 
also 
is 
highly 


filtered, but not as closely 
as in the laminar room. This 
is where the dirty work is 
done—work that does not 
require 
superclean 
sur­ 
roundings. 
Next to the industrial area 
and visible through large 
picture viewing windows is 


an assembly area where the 
spacecraft 
will 
be 
put 
together. Filters also make 
this room extra clean. 


A fourth room in the 
complex is a test facility 
and while it is not squeaky 
clean, it would pass most 


hospital 
requirements. 
Engineers can take the 
electronic 
pulse 
of 
the 


spacecraft 
from 
here, 
making 
sure 
each 
subsystem and spacecraft 


itself is operating properly 
before It leaves the nest.

NEW YORK—( NEAJ—The 
horns or the crown of thorns 
or the halo you might expect 
to see topping Daniel Ells- 
berg’s head aren’t there. In­ 
stead. there is just thick, 
swirling, greying hair, styl­ 
ishly but conservatively cut. 
And Ellsberg sits quietly 
insisting, in effect, that it is 
no big thing to make the 
classified Pentagon Papers 
public, to label all the Amer­ 
ican presidents from Tru­ 
man 
t h r o u g h 
Nixon 
as 
“ liars,” to be compared to 
everybody 
f r o m 
Benedict 
Arnold to Nathan Hale, in­ 
clusive. 


“People like to make me 
out as some kind of nut or 
fanatic or a knocker who 
can’t 
find 
anything 
right 
with 
America,” 
Ellsberg 
says. “It makes it easier for 
them to dismiss what I say 
that w ay.” 


What he says is that U.S. 
involvement in the war in 
Vietnam 
is 
criminal 
and 
should be stopped, and he 
has been saying it with in­ 
creasing frequency since last 
summer, when he admitted 
that it was he who had given 
to the New York Times the 
top secret Pentagon Papers, 
a 
government 
s t u d y 
of 
American participation in the 
war originally commissioned 
by Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert McNamara. 


Until last year, Ellsberg 
had been just another bu­ 
reaucrat, a Harvard grad­ 
uate with a doctorate in eco­ 
nomics, a former Marine of­ 
ficer, an enthusiastic sup­ 
porter of the Vietnam war 
while working for the De­ 
fense and State Departments 
as a consultant during the 
buildup 
of 
the 
American 
presence from 1964 to 1968 
Since the Pentagon Papers 
controversy, he has become 
a celebrity of the antiwar 
movement, publicly accusing 
himself of being a war crim­ 
inal because of his partici­ 
pation in the planning of the 
war, literally shouting “mea 
culpa” and f i g u r a t i v e l y 
wearing a hair sweatshirt 
that has “You’re guilty, too” 
stenciled on the front. 


He is being tried in Los 
Angeles on federal charges 
of espionage and theft of 
government 
property 
but 
that trial has been recessed 


at least until October, pend­ 
ing a U.S. Supreme Court 
decision on the legality of 
government wiretapping of 
one of Ellsberg’s attorneys. 


Meanwhile, 
th e 
passion 
with which he has thrown 
himself into the peace cru­ 
sade has aroused criticism 
of his motives. 


Conservative commentator 
William 
F. 
Buckley 
Jr.— 
whose 
magazine, 
National 
Review, chided Ellsberg for 
touring “the radical chic cir­ 
cuit” — accused Ellsberg of 
acting with “extraordinary 
abandon” and indulging him­ 
self in a holier-than-thou at­ 
titude 
when 
Ellsberg 
ap­ 
peared on Buckley’s “Firing 
Line” television program. 


“I 
happen 
to 
believe,” 
Buckley said, “that there is 
no warrant for us to proceed 
on 
the 
assumption 
t h a t 
everybody who has been in­ 
volved in government with 
the exception of you and 
your friends is ignoble and 
that you are noble.” 
Even the far more sympa­ 
thetic 
M u r r a y 
Kempton 
wrote, 
in 
reviewing 
Ells­ 
berg’s new book, “ Papers on 
the War” : “That we have 
overlooked E l l s b e r g . the 
analyst, may to a degree 
be a fault of Ellsberg, the 
wandering evangelist ” 


Ellsberg’s book is in fact 
an impersonal study of the 
origins of the war that is 
only secondarily concerned 
with 
his 
own 
conversion, 
which dates back to 1969 
(when he first began trying 
to 
publicize 
t h e 
Papers, 
which he had worked on, 
through Congress). Its main 
thesis 
is 
that 
the United 
States has not become in­ 
voluntarily bogged down in 
the war—as the traditional 
“quagmire” analogy would 
have 
it 
Rather. 
Ellsberg 
argues, each American presi­ 
dent from Truman on has. 
because of short term poli­ 
tical 
considerations, 
taken 
steps he knew would involve 
us more deeply in the war 
without accomplishing any­ 
thing while he mouthed plati­ 
tudes about making South 
Vietnam safe for democracy. 


The first 
rule of presi­ 
dential 
decision 
m a k i n g 
since 
1949, 
Ellsberg 
con­ 
tends. has been: 
“Do not 
lose South Vietnam to Com­ 
munist 
control—or 
appear 


likely to do so—before the 
next election ” 


His 
argument 
is 
docu­ 
mented and reasoned well 
enough to make it at least 
worth examining and it is no 
way pro-Viet Cong or North 
Vietnam. Yet Ellsberg has 
had to spend more time de­ 
fending his personality and 
loyalty than he has his ideas, 
and he has had enough prac­ 
tice at it that he now de­ 
fends with a counterattack. 


“People sometimes ask me 
who elected me to make the 
Pentagon Papers public.” he 
says. “Well, whoever said 
presidents could lie to the 
American people about mur­ 
der 
b e i n g committed 
in 
Asia9 


’ When I finally understood 
what was happening, I de­ 
cided to use what I 
had 
learned in helping to fight 
the war to help get us out I 
realized 
t h a t 
there were 
risks involved—the prospect 
of having to go to jail and be 
separated from my wife is 
something I thought about for 
a long time—but I had been 
willing to take the risk of 
being killed for my country 
when I was in the Marines 
and when I went to Vietnam 
for the Defense Department 
It didn’t strike me as an 
extraordinary thing to take 
these risks now.” 


Critics s e e k i n g ulterior 
motives c h a r g e Ellsberg 
with lusting for glory, money 
and/or a way to expunge 
his guilt feeling (he makes 
frequent references to Nazi 
war crimes and the Nurem­ 
berg trials) He explains his 
personal ambitions this way: 


“I feel that I was foolish 
but I have no conscious guilt 
feelings I do feel a sense of 
responsibility, though. And 
while I knew' I couldn’t end 
the war, I did have some in­ 
formation 
that 
I 
thought 
might help end it. Not every­ 
body has that opportunity or 
challenge 
and 
I 
knew 
I 
couldn’t respect myself if I 
didn’t do what I could. 


“Maybe I overdo it som e­ 
times. As my wife said the 
other day, we’ve been mar­ 
ried 
two 
years 
and 
we 
haven’t ever really had any 
fun. But right now I just 
want desperately to see the 
war end.”

should light up Lighting up 
is useful to midshipman 
fish. 
It 
speeds 
their 
propagation. 
There now is a tentative 
explanation 
The 
Puget 
Sound 
fish 
may 
be 
handicapped by a dietary 
deficiency such as those 
which can handicap people 
in other ways. 
They’re as well equipped 
for lighting up as the others, 
with tiny bumps arranged in 
rows on their bodies to a 
total of more than 700—a 
very large number on fish 
that range from five to eight 
inches long 
For all the midshipman 
fish except those found in 
Puget Sound, the bumps 
become 
luminous 
during 
courtship, but only during 
c o ur t sh ip , 
t her eby 
attracting the sexes to one 
another. 
The 
chemical 
wherewithal is the protein, 
luciferin, and its enzyme, 
luciferase. 
These 
also 
bestow the gift of light on 
fireflies. 
Science has also learned 
to light up midshipman fish 
artificially-except those on 
Puget Sound Injecting a bit

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Dachau recalls man's inhumanity to man 


DACHAU, West Germany 
— i NEA i —When Pfc. Tony 
Howland recently joined the 
unit of United States soldiers 
at the small Army base here, 
he s t a r t l e d his company 
commander, a Lt. Wigley, 
with a strange offer of as­ 
sistance. 


Pfc. Rowland said in Lt. 
Wtgley’s office that he had 
a special knowledge of the 
area 
He said that during 
World War II his father had 
been in the Dachau concen­ 
tration camp, which borders 
the military post Pfc Row­ 
land said that his father had 
been stationed here while a 
member of the S S . the 
f e a r e d elite Nazi police 
corps. 
Lt 
Wigley thanked Pfc 
Rowland but did not see how 
he could use the information 


The Army camp, named 
Eastman Barracks, had been 
virtually closed down for the 
last year because of U.S. 
military 
cutbacks 
in 
the 
area It was recently brought 
back for an encore It was 
hastily renovated so that the 
expected 20,000 or so Gls 
in Europe coming for the 
Olympics would not descend 
like 
homeless 
locusts 
on 
Munich, which is currently 
suffering a housing shortage 
due to the games. 


The cadre here, made up 
of Military Police units from 
posts in Germany was as­ 
signed "to keep law and or­ 
der." 
Pfc. Rowland had been

Wash., who sits with 
fatigue shirt fashionably out 
of his pants, sticks rock rec­ 
ords on a phonograph with 


laulty needle and periodi­ 
cally announces on the pub­ 
lic address system when the 
next bus departs for Munich, 
nine miles southeast 
The wall is behind three 
rows of stark barbed wire 
fences and he can see one 
of the watchtowers that was 
once manned with spotlight 
and machine guns to dis­ 
courage the half-alive pris­ 
oners, "political enemies of 
the German state." from es­ 
caping 
D a c h a u 
concentration 
camp is now a museum 
It 
was the first of all Nazi con­ 
centration camps and their 
prototype 
It was built in 
March, 
1933. 
two months 
after Hitler came to power 
The c a m p was made to 
h o u s e 5.(MX) inmates, but 
usually 12,(XK) prisoners were 
shoveled into the barracks 
The prisoners were flogged, 
starved, worked to exhaus­ 
tion. skimpily clothed in even 
the most freezing weather 
The lives of uncounted thou­ 
sands ended in the Dachau 
crematoria 
Pfc Rowland’s father told 
him he was a clerical worker 
for the S S The senior Row­ 
land was an enlisted man. 
said his son, and was sta­ 
tioned in Dachau from Jan­ 
uary, 1945, until shortly be­ 
fore the I S. Army liberated 
the camp on April 29. 1945

29. When to Be Aggressive 


Is it better to hit down 
the center of the court softly 
or with power? 


If the ball comes to you 
above the top of the net, you 
should hit down with power. 
If the ball is below the top 
of the net. you can’t hit hard 
and keep it in play so take 
some speed off and try to go 
for depth if there is a unan 
on the baseline If both op­ 
ponents are at net. try to hit 
the ball softly so it drops at 
their feet 
The sign of a good volley 
at net is not always speed 
but frequently finesse Watch 
the best doubles players in 
the world clustered at the 
net, and they sometimes play 
a cat and mouse game, hit­ 
ting the ball softly and keep­ 
ing it low over the net 
No 
one dares hit the ball hard 
because a rising ball can be 
hit back d o w n at them. 
Whenever possible the ball 
should be kept below the op­

Rule of thumb: When 
the ball comes to you 
well above the net, you 
should try to do some­ 
thing aggressive with 
it.

"Made 
me feel at home.” he said 
He in fact had trouble sleep 
ing when he first got to the 
Olympic Village because it 
was so tranquil 
Nash, the Irish lightweight 
boxing champion, is 
from 
the Creggan Estate in Derry, 
Northern Ireland, an occu­ 
pied. bloody battleground be­ 
tween the Irish Republican 
Army and the British Army 
"The bombs and the shoot- 
in' goin’ off at home put me 
to s l e e p now,” he says 
“They used to keep me star- 
in’ at the ceilin’. Now if 1 
don't hear a whale of a lot 
of shootin’ I stay awake 
I 
think maybe there's some­ 
thin’ r e a l l y terrible just 
around the corner ” 
Nash may be the toughest 
kid at the Olympics He had 
dodged bombs and bullets 
and officious British soldiers 
to get to his gym to train for 
the Games. And yet t h i s 
doughty fellow nearly had to 
be withdrawn from the box­ 
ing competition because of a 
busted-up pinky 
When he finally landed in 
the Munich ring, it was the 
harmless hard head of a 
Dane that almost did him in 
Nash, a 5-7, 132-pound south 
paw counter-puncher, b e a t 
Erik Madsen of Denmark in 
the opening round of light 
weight boxing He won with 
hardly his thick brown mus­ 
tache getting sweaty 
Only 
his bobbing cowlick seemed 
to get a workout But Nash 
hurt the little finger of his 
hand when, in the f i r s t 
round, 
I give him a wee bit 
of a hammer ” 
The hand swelled He was 
rushed off for X rays 
His 
hand's gone.” whispered one 
of the ashen retinue of box- 
i n g 
teammates 
hurrying 
along to the hospital 
Nash’s blue eyes were ex­ 
pressionless 
"Imagine gom’ 
through all I gone through 
and maybe bein’ put out be 
c a u s e of a pinky'’ Well, 
worse things can happen ” 


Like 
Willie 
N a s h. 
19. 
Charlie’s younger brother by 
two years He was shot and 
killed while marching in the 
peaceful civil demonstration 
on infamous Bloody Sunday 
last February about a half- 
mile down the bogside from 
the Nash home 
"M e father was shot as 
well, but he was only wound­ 
ed,” said Charlie 
I can­ 
not understand the shootin 
by the British soldiers that 
day 
My brother was still 
wearin’ the black suit from 
the night before when our 
other brother was married ” 


Training for the Olympic 


dream was a literal night­ 
mare for Charlie, starting 
with sleeping. 
He could not do roadwork 
when he returned home eve­ 
nings from his job as a guil­ 
lotine operator in a printing 
factory 
I didn’t dare run 
on the road for fear of gettin’ 
shot, 
he said 
There are 
lots of British foot soldiers 
aboot 
Some of ’em are a 
wee nervous 
Well, w h a t 
would you do if you saw a 
bov shootin’ past7" 
Getting to his c I u b. St 
Mary's, only about 300 yards 
from his home, was a rugged 
affair He has been stopped 
as many as six times on the 
way to the gym "I reckon 1 
look suspicious carryin’ me 
duffel bag,” he said "They 
ask me. 
What’s up, boy ’ 
Then they empty out alia me 
trainin’ gear " 
To save time Charlie be­

most famous products 
Educational Aids of Long 
Beach uses comic books, 
junior 
grade 
bumper 
stickers and a variety of 
other visual aids to fight 
drug abuse and provide 
safety programs for school 
age youngsters. 
‘‘Officer Bill,” the firm's 
most famous program, was 
sponsored primarily by a 
Long Beach funeral parlor 
It started out providing 
comic book brochures which 
teach 
children 
that 
policemen like kids and 
want to help them 
Warnings against crossing 
streets, 
accepting 
candy 
from strangers or rides 
from people they don’t know 
and what to do if in trouble 
are also the subjects of 
other pleasing comic books 
The program which is 
presented by a uniformed 
policeman using flip card 
displays and a well thought 
out script 
has been so 
successful 
that 
550 
departments throughout the 
nation have been using the 
material. 
Older youngsters receive 
stickers which bear such 
titles 
as, 
‘‘Users 
Are 
Losers,’’ 
‘ Stamp 
Out 
Sanity: Legalize Marijuana 
— Losers Users,” ‘‘Users 
Are Losers — Vanishing 
Americans Sniff Glue” and 
several 
dozen 
other 
messages which point out 
the bad results which can 
come from drug use. 
High school youngsters 
can be found using book

Once again 


Once again the Lompoc Unified School 
District finds itself thick in the battle to 
retain Public Law 874 monies in support of 
educational benefits to federally impacted 
areas. 
It is not the first time that the district 
has sat on pins and needles awaiting 
Congressional decisions in regard 
to 
these funds. The federally impacted funds 
have become a favorite target for areas 
not 
receiving 
such 
funds 
and, 
since 
enactment of the law, each new funding 
year brings a crisis. 
This district is destined to lose $2,195,000 
in 
Public 
Law 
874 
monies 
if 
the 
appropriations bill does not pass. 
The bill has already had one test. 
However, President Nixon vetoed the 
measure and a second appropriations bill

is now in the works. It is difficult to 
understand why our Congressman Charles 
M. Teague voted to sustain the veto and it 
is urgently requested that on the second 
measure the impacted area funds will be 
retained and receive the support of our 
representative. 
The loss of $2,195,000 in the Lompoc 
Unified School District will seriously 
affect the educational program. As district 
officials point out, it could result in the 
shortening of the school year or a cutback 
in school services. 
We join with school district officials in 
urging citizens to take pen in hand and 
write Congressman Teague urging him to 
support 
the 
funding

educational benefits.

Nixon said that he would never

The risk was that someone would 
read out to him from the transcript 
of the various press conferences in 
Moscow in which Henry Kissinger 
gave out the details of the SALT 
Treaty. 


I 
counted 
seven 
tim es 
that 
Mr.. 
Kissinger defended 
lapidary relegation 
of the United States 
to inferiority on the 
grounds that after 
all we were talking 
not about an ideal 
situation but about 
th e 
c u r r e n t 
situation. 


Mr. Kissinger’s point was that the 
Soviet Un'on has been going hell­ 
bent for strategic armament for 
three years while we have been 
coasting, and that we are better off 
more or less freezing the situation 
than waking up a year or two from 
now to find the Soviet lead drastical­ 
ly lengthened. In other words, we 
negotiated from inferiority. 


The scandal of creeping American 
arms inferiority is easily the best 
kept 
se c re t 
in 
the 
world, 
notwithstanding that the facts are 
widely available and have been 
remarked by the chiefs of staff and 
by 
the 
Reader's Digest, 
who 
between them cover just about 
everybody. Fortunately, the facts 
are well known to a group of 
senators who are right this minute 
engaged in one of the toughest and 
most 
important 
parliam entary 
maneuvers of the decade They are 
fighting for what we call the 
Jackson-Scott-AUott amendment to 
the Interim Agreement. Now that 
amendment does several things But 
mostly what it does is to address the 
President of the United States 
thusly:

in a couple of years with SALT TWO 
— the treaty that is supposed to 
incorporate a permanent lessening 
of the strategic potential of the 
Soviet Union and the United States 
— do not present this chamber with 
a document that grants the Soviet 
Union superiority. As things now 
stand under SALT ONE, the Soviet 
Union has a 50 per cent advantage in 
launching sites and a 400 per cent 
advantage in payload, once they are 
done Mirving. Meanwhile, between 
now and the time you come back to 
us with the treaty, we in the Senate 
will from time to time question the 
Executive on what strides are being 
made to narrow the gap between the 
Soviet Union and the United States, 
within the terms of the current 
agreement. What kind of research 
are you doing, for instance? And 
when we say equality with the 
Soviet Union, we mean equality of 
the kind spelled out for instance in 
the ABM Treaty, not the fancy-talk 
equality by which such as Senator 
Fulbright transmogrify a 4 to 1 
disadvantage into equality, on the 
nice metaphysical principle that 
every Russian can only die once 
The doves, sensing a great danger 
to their vision of a disarmed 
America, are horrified to note that 
Senator Jackson’s got himself 44 co­ 
sponsors for his amendment. With 
44 co-sponsors, one can assume a 
great many others will vote with the 
44 easily enough for a swollen 
majority What will be left over is a 
highly visible minority who actually 


are 
voting 
against 
American 
equality in strategic arms, not the 
most attractive record to offer their 
constituents in an election year. 
The doves then fought back with a 
Mansfield amendment about playing 
fair under the rules of SALT ONE, 
but the Jackson people completely 
outwitted them by going for it 100 
per cent (the vote was 85 to 1) on the 
grounds that the language of the 
proferred amendment was totally 
harmonious with that of the Jackson 
amendment — thus stripping it of 
any real meaning. The doves talk 
now about throwing out the Jackson 
amendment at a conference with the 
House of Representatives (which 
did 
not 
come 
through 
with 
a 
complementary measure), but the 
Senate strategists don’t particularly 
care. SALT TWO is projected as a 
treaty, and is subject therefore to 
ratification by the Senate By two- 
thirds of the Senate. 
Richard 
Nixon 
is 
actually 
encouraging the Senate realists. He 
desires them to tie down his hands, 
and why should he not? Richard 
Nixon is not the only American who 
knows what the Russians have been 
secretly up to in recent weeks and 
months in the field or arms research 
and 
d e v e lo p m e n t. 
Hubert 
Humphrey also knows about it. It is 
only the American people who don't 
know about it but, inevitably, will 
know about it soon 
They can 
reasonably demand to know how 
their senators voted on the Jackson 
amendment at that critical hour

The seeming conflict 
bothered me until I found out that 
the fatality in question occurred in 
the jurisdiction of the Santa Maria 
CHP. The CHP recently changed 
boundaries 
of 
the 
respective 
jurisdictions Buellton now covers 
S-20 or Lompoc - Casmalia Road up 
to but not including the main gate. 
The road going north from the main 
gate to Santa Maria is now in that 
city’s CHP jurisdiction. Before the 
c h a n g e 
B u e l l t o n 
h a n d l e d 
Vandenberg Road, north to the 
turnoff for San Antonio Road, or a 
distance of about a couple of miles. 


The plight of a relative handful of 
civil service workers at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base who have been 
continued at their high salaries for 
as much as two years despite being 
shifted to menial jobs is one of the 
key questions of our day. Many 
people have been critical of the 
practice which is sanctioned under 
the civil service regulations 
The continued-pay arrangement is 
not new when dealing with workers 
who have been displaced because of 
some 
shift 
in 
technology 
or 
jurisdiction. Nixon has tended in 
that direction and Sen. George 
McGovern reportedly assured Sen. 
Alan Cranston that, if he is elected 
E 
resident, no aerospace worker will 
e thrown out of work because of the 
cutback of a space program. If 1 
read that right, he is proposing to 
keep the men employed in some way 
until comparable jobs can be found 
for them. For a generation now 
society has searched its collective 
soul over the question of how and 
what to do for those displaced by 
automation or by 
the shift of 
technology or the drying up of a 
market or whatever. 


Law enforcement 


It would not be fair to jump at 
conclusions based upon some raw 
statistics But figures released by 
the FBI and other sources certainly 
make some questions in order 
regarding the priority of efforts 
made by the local police. 
The statistics at hand 
relate 
primarily to California’s capitol city 
but there is reason to believe they 
generally 
reflect 
conditions 
throughout the state 


Standing out like a sore thumb is 
the 
fact 
that 
there 
were 
46 
homicides in the Sacramento area 
dunng the year, 184 forcible rapes, 
1158 
robberies, 
1058 
aggravated 
assaults, 12,427 burglaries, 13,074 
grand larcenies and 4,692 vehicle 
thefts. 
About the same time these figures 
were 
released 
the 
Sacramento 
Safety Council reported that traffic 
fatalities had dropped from 29 to 21 
during the current year. 
From these bare facts it would 
appear one is safer driving around in 
a car than walking down the street 
or in the sanctity of his own home. 
Many have been puzzled by the 
seeming emphasis on traffic control 
in the face of ever increasing violent 
and serious crimes The FBI report 
reflects 
marked 
increases 
nationwide 
in 
murders, 
rapes, 
robberies 
and 
other crimes of 
violence 
With these facts many citizens are 
reacting in wonderment at the 
attention being given to traffic. 
Spurred on with federal money, 
Sacramento 
police 
handed 
out 
nearly 30,000 tickets during the first 
six months of this year, a 95 per cent 
increase over last year's activity 
II was this direction of police 


effort 
which 
prompted 
Senator 
Lawrence 
Walsh to author 
his 
“speed trap’’ bill 
According to 
Walsh, local police are using the 
federal 
money, 
provided 
by 
President Nixon to make the streets 
safe, to put money into the city cash 
registers 
“The President wasn’t talking 
about traffic,” Walsh said, ‘ he was 
aiming 
at 
muggings, 
robberies, 
rapes and murders which have 
made our city streets unsafe ” 
Nor is traffic control the only 
detraction of the police from all out 
efforts to combat serious crime and 
violence It may be fancied and, in 
the absence of a factual study to 
a s s e s s 
p o lic e 
man 
hour 
distributions, not as diversionary as 
repetitive news stories make it 
seem. 
But, 
law 
enforcement 
appears to be overly concerned with 
offenses which do not endanger the 
lives and property of the citizens 
While the peddling of dirty books 
and the showing of sex movies may 
be morally offensive, no one can 
maintain such things are as serious 
as robbery, rape and murder The 
same can be said of offenses 
relating 
to 
homosexuality 
and 
prostitution 
Yet the police are 
called upon to exert great effort in 
the prosecution of these activities 
Likewise, 
social 
gambling 
like 
bingo, which a majority of the 
populace has indicated they favor 
legalizing, further occupy the time 
of the police 
A full scale Legislative study to 
determine the distribution of police 
effort in the various categories of 
enforcement would seem to be in 
order. It may be that a whole new 
schedule 
of 
priorities 
for 
law 
enforcement is needed. 


The question will pop up again and 
again. It insists on an answer and an 
answer that is more consistent than 
the uneven practices currently in 
vogue 
in 
business 
and 
public 
service.
